DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 40 - 43 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 5,991 ,277 (Maeng et al.). 

With respect to claims 40 - 43 and 52, note that Maeng et al. teach such 
limitations (see Figs 10A, 10B and 10C and Col. 9, line 38 - Col. 13, line 53). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 44 - 47 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Maeng et al. in view of U.S. Patent Application No. 2004/01 81 402 
(Bartkowiak). 

Maeng et al. teach the claimed limitations except for specifically reciting a noise 
threshold and DTMF aspects of the invention. Maeng et al. are interested in lower or 
eliminating noise and Bartkowiak is also interested in lowering or eliminating noise 
(Note at least element 214 (noise determiner). It would have been obvious to one of 
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ordinary skill in the art to have incorporating a noise threshold determiner as taught by 
Bartkowiak into the Maeng et al. as a well known means for determining an acceptable 
noise level on the line. With respect to the DTMF aspects of the invention note 
paragraphs 0032 - 000037, 0040 and 0100.
